Dociiments D1-D3, cited as category X in the Search Report^ and 
documents D4-D5, cited as category have been reconsidered 
to define the general state of the art.

Document Dl discloses a method for managing field operatives, 
who move from location to location. Adhesive labels, marked 
with bar codes, are arranged at each location to be visited 
(see abstract) . The bar code identifies each location 
uniquely. The operatives carry a bar code reader, which 
decodes the information and stores it in a memory. The stored 
data is then transferred by a telephone to a central computer. 

Documents D2 and D3 also disclose methods for monitoring field 
operatives (see abstracts) . The operatives carry portable 
readers that are used to read codes, which are placed at 
different locations . 



Documents D4 and D5 disclose methods where telephones are used 
by watchmen to send codes (see abstracts) . 

Document Dl is considered to represent the closest prior art.

real time code is generated by coinbining time^ date and a 
special identification number. In document Dl^ the bar code is 
sent, together with information about time and date, to a 
central computer. However, time, date and the bar code are not 
combined into a code. This difference makes it more difficult 
for field operatives to cheat. 



Documents D1-D7 do not disclose the generation of dynamic real 
time codes, and no relevant combination of the cited documents 
would lead a person skilled in the art to the invention 
defined in the claims. The invention according to claims 1-8 
is thus novel and is considered to involve an inventive step.
